After the newspaperman had presented a good case for 
limiting Supreme Court authority in matters of criminal 
nature, the law professor said, “1 hope that the Supreme 
Court edicts stand and that they lead to a higher type of 
law enforcement on the part of our police. Our maturing 
society is just now ready to achieve its real social goals." 
Does the law professor really believe that a society in 
which crime is increasing eight times as fast as the 
population is “mature" and “ready to achieve its social 
goals?" 
What we need today is some protection for the 
law-abiding citizen against robbers, rapists, murderers, 
and the like. These eriminals are being protected and 
coddled by Supreme Court decisions which have rendered 
it nearly impossible to obtain and use a confession to 
convict a person accused of a crime. 
Some prominent recent examples of what we are 
talking about follow: 
In Washington, I). C., a defendant was acquitted after 
he had confessed to murdering his father. The confession 
was ruled out under the Miranda decision. 
In another Washington case, a man confessed to 
setting a fire that nearly killed a woman and her children. 
On the theory that the “presence" of a policeman 
constituted coercion, the confession was ruled out. The 
suspect was finally convicted on other grounds. 
In New York early this year, a defendant confessed to 
murdering two women, but because he had not been 
informed of his right to counsel the confession was 
disallowed. 
In a 1966 Brooklyn case, a woman who confessed to 
murdering her four - year - old son was released because 
she had told her story without benefit of counsel. 
In Columbus, Ohio, a confessed murderer was set free 
after he had told police where to find the murder 
weapon.
